8. The Committes, while turning their immediate attention to the revision of the 
arrangements now in force between the Imperial aud the Provincial Governments, 
will extend their enquirics to all departments of the Government, whether Linporial oe 
Provincial. They will find that the labours of the Military Commission have 
series of recommendations, some of which have beeu put into exceution, while others 
await decision, Although it is not contemplated that they sbeuld travel over the ground 
which the Military Commission examined, they will not, on that account, decline to ene 
er whether greater qoonomy cannot ‘ve attained in councotion with the working of tue 
several branches of the military adwinis:rution. They will review eo much of the proposals 
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7 
for military economy as have been already approved by the Government of India, but have 
not hitherto been carried out, and will report their views as to the most anitable steps to 
be taken in order that effect should be given to such propusals, Similarly, the Committee 
will study the enquiries which have been made and the measures which have been adopted 
in recent years with a view to reform or to the introduction of greater economy into the 
several departments of the Government. It is not desired that the Committee should 
propose any material modification in arrangements which have in recent years been carried 
out after mature deliberation under the sanction of the Secretary of Bate, but they will 
beexpected to pursue a similar line of enquiry so far as regards departments or branches of 
the administration with which the changes effected in late years have not definitely dealt, 
or in which the roforms hitherto effected may prove to have failed to aecure the economy 
aimed at, Bearing in mind the heavy cost to which the Goverument of India is committed 
in regard to Imperial railways and military works, the expenditure, whether Provincial or 
Imperial, under other heads of the Public Works, must be scrutinised with especial care. 

4, Finally, the Committee should examine thoronghly the subject of the hore charges, 
and specially the report presented to the Government of India in 1884 by Colonel Oonway- 
Gordon, x, aud should work out and aubmit such recommendations in regard to 
economies as their examination may suggest to them. They will, at tho same time, turn 
their attention to the division of the military charges ‘between Her Majesty’e Government 
aud the Government of India, and will advise the Government of India whether the present 
distribution of these charges scems to call for revision, and, if go, what are their practical 
recommendations on the subject. 

5, The Government of India in the Financial Department will issue to the Committee 
the further instructions necessary for their guidance, the method to be pursued by them, 
and the procedure of enquiry, and will cause them to be furnished with all necessary 
information, The Committee will keep the Government of India in the Financial Depart 
ment regularly informed of the progress of its enquiries, aud will carry out its laboura in 
close conmunication with that Department.

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Finance and Commerce, 


Read again— 

Resolution in this Department, No, 33, dated the 4th January 1886. 

RESOLUTION.—The Governor-General in Council having decided that the District 
and the Post Office Savings Banks should be amalgamated, aud thal the Post Office orgauisa- 
tion being more widely spread and more convenieut for the public than the treasury system, 
the District Savings Banks should be closed and their accounts transferred to the Post 
Office Savings Banks, it was onnounced in the Resolution of 4th January 1886 that the 
Government District Savings Banks would be closed with effect from the ‘Ist April 1886 
and their accounts trausferred to the Post Office Savings: Banks. It is now announeed 
that the Savings Banks at District Tronsnries, which are managed by the Banks of Madras 
and Bombay, will he closed with effect from the Ist June 1846. Any balances in these 
Savings Banks on the date of closing will be transferred to the Post Olice Savings Bauks. 
From the date of receipt of the present orders no new accounts should be opened in any 
of the Savings Bauks at District Treasuries in the Presidency of Madras or Bombay, Any 
person wishing to open an account in auy of those Banks should be directed to apply to 
a Post Office Savings Bank. Depositors having accounts in those Bauks can, in the 
interval which will clapse before those Bauks are closed, apply for the transfer of their 
accounts to some Post Ofhice Savings Rauk under the rules which are vow in farce for such 
transfers. The Accountants General, Madray aud Bombay, and the Director General of the 
Post Office are authorised to take aueasures calculated to encourage voluntary transfers 
of the abuve nature, 

Onprr—Ordored, that the Resolution be communicated to the Accountants General, 
Madras and Bombay, and the Director General of the Post Office for information and jor 
the issue of further necessary orders, and to the Comptroller aud Auditor General for 
information.
